‘‘The fact that the cou nty has 
not had one case of polio re­ 
ported in two years mu st not 
make u s c*omplacent.” This is 
the attitu de of Dr. John Har­ 
rington, who strongly stresses 
the importance of attendance a t ' 
Su nday’s clinics of all the peo-1 
pie of all ages to receive either ■ 
their booster or their first im- 
mu nity dose of the Sabin oral 
vaccine. 
IT IS ESPECIALLY important 
for those individu als who did not 
receive any vaccine and those 
who took only one or two types 
of the vaccine in 1962 to attend 
this Su nday as this will be their 
last 
chance to become com­ 
pletely immu nized against the 
dread disease, he said. This 
mu st be followed by attendance 
at one of the two November clin­ 
ics for the booster dose, he 
noted. 
“Good, bu t not good enou gh,” 
was the reaction of officials to 
last Su nday’s tu rnou t for the 
clinics. 
OVER 8,501 people received 
the doses of vaccine taken 
orally on a small cu be of su gar. 
This nu mber inclu des abou t one- 
fou rth of the people who took 
the complete series in 1962, and 
if this percentage continu es to 
show u p at the three fu tu re clin­ 
ics, there is a good chance that 
everyone will have received his 


booster at the conclu sion of the 
clinics. 
Crowds totaling 10,000 or more 
are expected at the seven cou n­ 
ty sites Su nday.

Cou nty Planning Director Robert Skinner denied this 
morning any knowledge of the fact that he has been given 
an Dltlmatu m to hand in his resignation, bu t it was learned 
from reliable sou rces that the cou nty planning commission 
has demanded the letter of resignation no later than Mondav. 
The Times-Mlrror revealed Au g. 14 that this decision had 
been reached by the commission at a secret meeting. Since 
Skinner has not acted on the requ est, he has been given the 
nltimatnm. 
It is u nderstood that the commission plans to “stu dy” the 
letter and release It at Its regu lar meeting Wednesday. 
Neither David Swanson, commission chairman, nor Rich­ 
ard McCarthy, vice chairman, cou ld be reached to comment 
today. They are in Pittsbu rgh seeking “761 fu nds” which rep­ 
resent federal and state cost of planning and shou ld provide 
some $30,060 for the cou nty in the next two years. 
To obtain these fu nds, the commission mu st have an ap­ 
proved director and consu ltant. The cou nty did not receive 
matching fu nds du ring the interim between WilUam King’s 
resignation as director and the appointment of Skinner, 
scarcely more than three months ago

many seemed to see Goldwater 
as his target. 
In Sacramento, Calif., Thu rs- 
I day Johnson made two major 
military disclosu res, both in­ 
volving the development of new 
defense systems which military 
experts said cou ld properly be 
lu mped in the strategic catego­ 
ry. 
The President did not say so, 
bu t it seemed evident that his 
revelations w^ere a blu nt res­ 
ponse to Goldwater’s claim that 
the Democratic administration 
has failed to come u p with any 
new strategic weapons.

ATHENS, Greece (AP)—King 
Constantine of the Hellenes wed 
Denmark’s beau tifu l Princess 
Anne-Marie 
today amid the 
Byzantine 
magnificence 
of 
Athens’ Greek Orthodox Cathe­ 
dral. 
Anne Marie, 18, became the 
qu een of Greece and the world’s 
you ngest qu een. At 24 her hu s­ 
band is the world’s you ngest 
monarch. 
She was a gorgeou s bride and 
the dark-haired king a striking­ 
ly handsome bridegrcwm. 
It was a spectacu larly color­ 
fu l ceremony, bu t it had its very 
hu man moments — when Anne- 
Marie giggled, and when Qu een 
RIother Frederika came close to 
hitting Britain’s Prince Charle-s 
with one of the two crowns u sed 
in Greek Orthodox weddings. 
Charles did not du ck, bu t he 
eyed the heavy crowns with 
concern, 
Britain’s Qu een Elizabeth II 
was the only reigning Eu ropean 
monarch not present. Preparing 
for a visit to Canada, she sent 
her hu sband, Prince Philip. Her 
two teen-age children. Prince 
Charles and Princess Anne, 
were members of the wedding 
party. 
Anne-Marie’s wedding gown 
was of du chesse satin, in classic 
Greek style with a high waist 
and simple lines. The dress was 
gathered at the waist by -an 
heirloom brooch, and the bosom 
was covered with lace that had 
belonged to her maternal grand­ 
mother, Crown Princess Mar- 


garetha of Sweden, who wore 
it at her wedding. 
Her veil, worn with a family 
tiara, had been worn by her 
mother, Qu een Ingrid, at her 
wedding. The wedding gown

He declined to discu ss wheth­ 
er the warheads are nu clear or 
conventional, bu t i n d i c a t c d 
there was no actu al physical in- 
tercept—that the satellite-killing 
warhead was measu red as com­ 
ing within lethal range of the 
satellite target. 


Khrushchev 
Ba cks Do wn 
On ‘Wea po n’ 


MOSCOW (AP) - Premier 
Khru shchev has denied that he 
said the Soviet Union has a new 
weapon that can destroy man­ 
kind. 
Khru shchev 
said 
Thu rsday 
night scientists had shown him 
a “terrible weapon which shows 
what mankind can do.” He said 
it was not a nu clear bomb bu t 
gave no indication what the 
weapon was. 
Members of a Japanese parli­ 
amentary delegation that met 
with Khru shchev Tu esday had 
reported he told them Soviet 
scientists had showed him 
a 
new, secret weapon that cou ld 
destroy all life on earth. 
Khru shchev told reporters at 
an Indian Embassy reception 
Thu rsday night: 
“I said scien­ 
tists showed me a terrible 
weapon 
which 
shows 
what 
mankind can do. I didn’t say 
anything abou t u nlimited power. 
It cannot be a nu clear bomb 
becau se I saw it near Moscow, 
and a nu clear bomb wou ld 
requ ire testing and we are not

DETROIT (AP)-Ford Motor 
Co. and the United Au to Work­ 
ers reached agreement in prin­ 
ciple today on a labor contract 
which parallels one attained by 
Chrysler and the UAW last 
week. 
The agreement came less 
than an hou r before a 10 a.m. 
strike deadline. 
Malcolm Denise, Ford vice 
president, said the agreement 
provides for su bstantially im­ 
proved retirement benefits, ear­ 
lier retirement, more paid re- 
hef time, an additional week of 
vacation, improvement factor 
and other pay increases, two 
more paid holidays, cost-of-liv­ 
ing allowance, broadened insu r­ 
ance and health benefits, and 
other improvements. 
Denise said “the agreement 
provides for wage and benefit 
increases closely comparable to 
those already agreed u pon by 
Chrysler Corp. and the u nion. 
It therefore insu res that Ford 
will remain fu lly competitive 
with respect to wages and bene­ 
fits for hou rly workers.” 
Ford said the early retire­ 
ment program cou ld, as at 
Chrysler, u nder certain circu m­ 
stances, give a worker taking 
early retirement company bene­ 
fits of as mu ch as $400 a month. 
Nine cents of the cu rrent 14 
cents 
cost-of-living 
allowance 
will be frozen into the hou rly 
base rate. 
The maximu m regu lar week­ 
ly payments u nder the su pple­ 
mental u nemployment benefit 
plan will be increased from $40 
to $50 plu s $1.50 for each of u p 
to fou r dependents. 


The company also granted 
a 
Christmas bonu s u nder certain 
circu mstances. When the su p­ 
plemental u nemployment bene­ 
fit fu nd reaches the point where 
fu rther contribu tions by the 
company are not requ ired, the 
company-paid five cents per 
hou r per employe will go in­ 
stead into a Christmas bonu s 
fu nd. All hou rly ^employes cov­ 
ered by the su b plan with more 
than one year’s seniority will 
share equ ally in payou ts from 
the Christmas bonu s fu nd be­ 
ginning in 1966, if there is 
enou gh money in the fu nd to 
give each eligible employe a 
minimu m of $25. 
In September 1966, the annu al 
improvement fa c t o r will go 
from 2.5 per cent of an em­ 
ploye’s base hou rly wage rate 
to 2.8 per cent, or seven cents 
an hou r, whichever is greater. 
An additional two cents an 
hou r will be added to base 
hou rly wage rates 
effective 
Sept. 5, 1966. after base hou rly 
rates have been adju sted by the 
improvement factor increase on 
that date.

The Balance o f Terror 
W 
HAT EXACTLY was Premier Khrushchev 
do ing when he rattled a fearso me sabre in 
the presence o f a Japanese delegatio n in the 
Kremlin earlier this week? 
Khrushchev intimated that Russia has no w 
pro duced “ the ultimate weapo n” —^the weapo n 
that, at o ne blo w, co uld depo pulate the earth. 
Oddly eno ugh, his sabre rattling was directed no t 
at his traditio nal enemies in the West, but at his 
so metimes-allies in Co mmunist China. 
But mo st impo rtantly the questio n co mes 
up, was he ly ing? Do es So v iet Russia po ssess the 
“ ultimate weapo n? ” If it do es, it wo uld seem 
hardly likely that Khrushchev and Co . wo uld be 
keeping it under a bushel. After all, Russia, until 
Karl Fuchs betray ed us, liv ed under the gun; the 
shado w o f American nuclear weapo ns. 
No w the United States was regrettably al­ 
truistic and gentlemanly abo ut its ato mic weap­ 
o ns. We did no t use them to pisto l-whip o ur en­ 
emies and allies into line, as we might well hav e 
do ne—and as so me say , sho uld hav e do ne. Rus­ 
sia, o n the o ther hand, is po ssessed o f no such 
scruples. At the risk o f so unding sno bbish, the 
Co mmunists are no t gentlemen. Yo u do n’t steal 
an entire natio n by o bserv ing the niceties o f 
drawing ro o m co nduct 
So then, if Mr. Khrushchev has the ulti­ 
mate weapo n—and o ur scientists presume he is 
speaking o f the aweso me co balt bo mb, which 
the late Albert Einstein said co uld depo pulate 
the earth—why is it that he’s used its threat o nly 
against the Chinese? Do es Russia fear China 
mo re than the West? And if that is the case, are 
we abo ut to find o urselv es po ssessed o f a new 
ally , So v iet Russia?

Khrushchev . And it sho uld be recalled that 
Khrushchev is no t immo rtal. 
The po ssibility that o ne natio n co uld win 
a 
war at o ne blo w—which Mr. Khrushchev is hint­ 
ing—has lo ng been a dream o f. the po wer- mad. 
Thro ugh o ur lo ng histo ry , we hav e had o ne ulti­ 
mate weapo n after ano ther. First came dy namite 
and the o ther fearful inv entio ns o f the Swedish 
scientist Alfred No bel. He truly believ ed that by 
inv enting co rdite and o ther ex plo siv es he had 
made war “ to o frightful” to be endured. He so o n 
leaiiieu mat he was wro ng in underestimating 
his fello wman’s capacity fo r terro rism. The ma­ 
chine gun was believ ed to be the ultimate weapo n 
—it surely ended cav alry as an effectiv e arm o f 
armies—and then, po iso n gas. No ne o f these, in 
the lo ng run, were able to deter man fro m a sui­ 
cidal impulse. No t ev er the nuclear weapo ns bo m 
at Hiro shima hav e really changed the basic pat­ 
terns o f certain psy cho tic ty pes. 
So it is to o much to ex pect that any natio n 
which did po ssess a weapo n like the co balt bo mb 
co uld lo ng resist the impulse, no matter ho w sui­ 
cidal, o f at least brandishing it in nego tiatio n. 
And fro m brandishing a weapo n, we hav e o nly a 
sho rt step to using it. The v ery fact that to use it 
might well destro y the aggresso r natio n as well 
is hardly a deterrent The same impulse which 
causes so me o f us to to uch “ wet paint” signs, 
wo uld be at wo rk. 
Ano ther facto r which sho uld be co nsidered 
is a side effect — pro bably calculated, since 
Khrushchev is no fo o l — o n the American presi­ 
dential campaign. Mr. K do es no t like Sen. Go ld- 
water. He wo uld prefer to see Mr. Jo hnso n elect­ 
ed. As he has do ne befo re, he might be dro pping 
a hint to the man he prefers. The Demo cratic 
campaign ads o n TV already are geared to the 
theme that Go ldwater’s electio n co uld mean nu­ 
clear war. Mr. Khrushchev is simply stepping 
up the intensity . 
So taken all in all, we suggest that this “ new 
weapo n’* which Mr. Khrushchev has hinted 
still lies in the realm o f wishful o rato ry . 
At least, we ho pe it do es . . .

ATHENS — There’s a sto ry o f patho s 
and ro y al dev o tio n behind the wedding o f 
King Co nstantine o f Greece and Princess 
Anne-Marie o f Denmark . 
The pu blic will see a handso me y o u ng 
co nple u nited in a beau tifu l ceremo ny in 
the first wedding in 65 y ears in which a 
reigning mo narch has t^en the dau ghter 
o f a k ing as his wife. 
And so me o f the pu blic will lo o k u p 
at the stately Acro po lis abo v e Athens 
where demo cracy was fo u nded, and mar- 
i^el at the manner in which the wo rld’s 
o ldest demo cracy no w bo ws befo re a k ing. 
Bu t v ery few o f the pu bUc will k no w 
what the father o f this y o u ng k ing su ffer­ 
ed to preserv e that demo cracy and ho w his 
so n helped him. 
The tragedy dates back to last No v em­ 
ber, sho rtly after the Kennedy fu neral, 
when King Pau l learned he had cancer. 
Dr. Spy ro s Do x iades, the co u rt phy sician, 
adv iced an immediate o peratio n, said there 
was a chance to sav e the k ing’s life. Other­ 
wise there was no chance. Bu t Pau l re­ 
fu sed. He believ ed that if he were o perated 
o n ju st befo re the electio n it wo u ld create 
a crisis atmo sphere, influ ence the elec­ 
to rate and pro bably cau se a mo v e to the 
right. 
It so happened that Geo rge Papandreo u , 
lo ng a critic o f the k ing, was challenging 
a co nserv ativ e go v ernment friendly to the 
k ing. Any crisis atmo sphere in Greece 
wo u ld hav e hu rt Papandreo u , the k ing’s 
critic, helped th e k ing’s co nserv ativ e 
friends. 
Nev ertheless, King Pau l insisted that his 
o peratio n be po stpo ned u ntil after the elec­ 
tio n, tho u gh Dr. Do x iades k ept u rging an 
Immediate o peratio n If the k ing’s life were 
lo be sav ed. 
By this time the k ing was su ffering in- 


creasing pain. And Prince Co nstantine, 
who was ex tremely clo se to his father, 
watched him gradu ally weak en and wither 
away when he k new an o peratio n might 
sav e his life. 
Finally the electio ns were held. Papan­ 
dreo u , the k ing’s critic, wo n. Still King 
Pau l po stpo ned the o peratio n. He wanted 
to wait u ntil the new go v ernment was 
swo rn in. By that time he was to o weak 
fo r a fo rmal ceremo ny , and was pro pped 
u p against the piano while the cabinet 
sto o d befo re him to tak e the o ath o f o ffice. 
Only then did the o peratio n tak e place. 
It was to o late. The k ing died March 6. 
“No w,” said Qu een Frederik a to Co n­ 
stantine, “y o u will sho w whether y o u hav e 
k ingship in y o u , my so n.” 
Tho se were try ing day s fo r the new 
k ing, then o nly 23 y ears o ld. He and his 
father had been great pais, and his mo ther 
co nfided that fo r week s Co nstantine cried 
o u t in his sleep fo r his father. 
Bu t Pau l had trained Co nstantine care­ 
fu lly . Last Ju ne the y o u ng mo narch to ld 
me ho w his father wo u ld seat him in the 
co rner du ring co u rt au diences to train him 
in the jo b o f being k ing. The training 
serv ed him well. 
Last December, du ring the early stage 
o f the Cy pru s crisis, Co nstantine had to 
act as prince regent fo r his father. There 
were emergency meetings in the middle 
o f the night. The chiefs o f staff, the care­ 
tak er go v ernment, the leaders o f different 
po litical parties were present. The tran­ 
script o f the meeting su bsequ ently sho wed 
that when the sessio ns go t acrimo nio u s, 
Co nstantine wo u ld say , “Well, gentlemen, 
let’s hav e a drink ,” o r “Do y o u think it’s 
time we had a sandwich?” 
Or he wo u ld su mmarize the meeting: 
“It seems to me that there has been gen­ 
eral agreement o n these po ints. The po ints 
o f dissent are the fo llo wing. Let’s co ncen­ 
trate o n them.”

Co nstantine du ring his sho rt reign has been

The more su bstantial glass sy ringes can be u sed indef- 
. initely bu t m u st be sterilized after each injection. This labor 
cost can be sav ed with disposable item s. In addition, the 
^ m anu factu rer gu arantees absolu te sterility of the articles, 
and the needles are sharper becau se they nev er hav e been 
u sed. 


, A paper-mache, sterilized bedpan c-osts 4 cents. Ordin­ 
ary ' bedpans are more ex pensiv e and so is cleaning and 
. sterilizing them after each u se. Disposable u rinals also are 
av ailable. 


The sam e can be said of nu rse and m aid’s caps, collars, 
cu ffs, aprons, and gowns: there is no lau ndry ex pense. Chi­ 
cago Wesley Memorial hospital u ses 50 to* 75 disposable 
items, inclu ding sy ringes, needles, su rgical glov es, intra­ 
v enou s and blood transfu sion tu bes and setu ps, and many 
other m aterials. 


Acqu iring an adequ ate su pply of these items is ex pen­ 
siv e. In addition, drastic changes in hospital design will be 
requ ired. A two-month .su pply of papier-m ache bedpans 
aiy d u rinals for an 18 -bed ward, for ex ample, needs 144 cu bic 
feet of space. Another necessity is incineration for disposing 
of these disposals. 


On the other hand, a formu la room in the nu rsery - no 
longer will be needed, becau se some hospitals now pu rcha.se 
comm ercially prepared formu las in disposable bottles with 
nipples. Dishwashing space may be redu ced becau se dishes 
m ay be discarded after u se. 


Donald K. White of London believ es one hou r per week 
nf nu n^ing time per patient is sav ed by employ ing disposable 
m aterials. W hen this plan becomes general, all produ cts will 
be standardized and av ailable at a m om ent’s notice.

He needs only to issu e a m u rk y claim to the in­ 
v ention of some monstrou s new weapon to set off a v ast 
search for clu es that cou ld throw light on his dark secret. 
W hether he sim ilarly arou ses the apprehensions of the 
Chinese Commu nists is a qu estion. 


The co nflict between two clo sed sy stem like tho se o f the 
So v iet Unio nand Red China, 
where 
who le 
peo ples ex ist 
in such secrecy as their leaders decree, is different fro m 
a co nflict between the So v iet Unio n and the Western allies.. 


In the West, interested citizens join in open discu ssion of 
f o r e i^ policy issu es. Their leaders are more or less res­ 
ponsiv e to demands for information. Ev en Khru shchev has 
som etim es shown a talk ativ e aw am ess of pu blic opinion in 
the W estern cou ntries. 


The most fatefu l confrontation of pov 'ers since the U.S.- 
Sov iet showdown ov er Cu ba in October 19 6 2 now .seems to 
be bu ilding u p betwen the Sov iet Union and Commu nist 
China. Bu t so little is k nown ou tside their two ru ling grou ps 
abou t the real natu re and ex tent of this qu arrel that its fu ­ 
tu re cou rse and possible flash point are ex trem ely difficu lt to 
chart. 


Mu ch more wou ld be k nown in the ou tside world if 
Khru shchev and the Red Chinese leader, Mao Tze-tu ng, 
felt any compu lsion to k eep their own people closely in­ 
formed, Their practice, howev er, throu ghou t the fiv e y ears 
the conflict has been growing, has been to employ pu blic 
pronou ncement only as weapons in the fight. 


Much o f the strug g le, therefo re, is fo r practical pur­ 
po ses secret and ev en the impact and sig nificance o f tho se 
mo v es which are made in the o pen are ex tremely difficult 
fo r the rest o f the wo rld to measure. So it is with the ma­ 
neuv er made this week by Khrushchev , altho ug h in the 
judg ment o f many Washing to n o fficials his wo rds had a 
warlike ring .

His statement instantly raised the questio n whether the 
So v iet Unio n has g ained a jump o n the United States in the 
perfectio n o f so me instrument o f mass destructio n — a 
co balt bo mb, a big g er hy dro g en bo mb, o r so me kind o f 
my sterio us new weapo n like a massiv e death ray dev ice. 


American officials fam iliar with m ilitary and diplomatic 
intelligence on affairs in the Sov iet Union say there are 
specu laUv e possibilities bu t that to the best of their k now­ 
ledge the Ru ssian hav e not 
produ ced any 
fantastic new 
weapon. They concede, howev er, that pru dence requ ires tlm 
United States now to find ou t w hether Khru shchev m eant 
literally w hat he said. 


But Khrushchev ’s weapo n brandishing remark was no t 
aimed as a threat ag ainst this o r any o ther Western co untry 
and in v iew o f ex perts here an ex clusiv e preo ccupatio n with 
the weapo ns ang le wo uld o bscure its real sig nificance. 
Of critical im portance, in the v iew of U. S. officials, is 
the fact that for the first time, so far as they cou ld recall, 
Khru shchev has implicity threatened his Chine.se neighbors 
— still technically his allies — with m assiv e dcsUnicUoD if 
they ev er start eacro achio g o n So v iet territo ry .

Big trees fascinate most of u s. 
F Perhaps it’s becau se we like to 
U think big in this cou ntry . For 
^ this reason, Hearts Content and 
eTionesta Scenic Areas on the 
C ^egheny National Forest at- 
^ijiract an increasing nu mber of 
|k jpitors. 
IF HEARTS Content is noted 
its tall white pine trees, 
^ponesta Scenic Area can boast 
its big hemlocks. 
One v isitor to the 'Tionesta 
Scenic Area, after contemplat- 
JLig a particu larly big hemlock 
^ a t reached 120 feet into the 
sky , said, "I’d like to climb to 
the top of that. It wou ld be as 
close to heav en as I will ev er 
get." 
Unconsciou sly perhaps, 
this great tree may hav e re­ 
minded her of the spire of a 
'^thedral pointing sky i^ard. 
’ 
IF I WANTED to get closer to 
heav en than the grou nd I walk 
u pon, I wou ld choose the top of 
a redwood, a Dou glas fir, or an 
Au stralian eu caly ptu s. The tall­ 
est of these may be well ov er 
^ feet in height. 
Bu t it is not height alone that 
impresses people when they 
•'contemplate an indiv idu al tree 
of the forest. In a heav y stand 
of timber, the top of the tree 
may be lost to v iew in a maze 
of interlocking branches from 
•neighboring trees. A massiv e 
tru nk, thou gh, is not easily for­ 
gotten—particu larly if it takes a 
dozen men with hands locked 
together to encircle it. 
When I v isited the California 
‘tedwoods, I wasn’t Impressed 
. SO mttch by their great height 
as I was by the immense tru nks 
rising ou t of the needle-carpeted 
•grou nd. 'These majestic pillars of 
wood seemed large enou gh to 
hold u p the v ery arch of heav en. 
I cou ld easily appreciate their 
great girth, bu t I lost my per- 
^>ectiv e when try ing to esti­ 
mate their height. 
VISITORS from u rban centers 
often ex press amazement at the 


tall clean tru nks of the trees at 
Hearts Content and Tionesta 
Scenic Areas. Accu stomed to 
shade trees at home that branch 
ou t in all directions, they fail to 
realize how the intense stru ggle 
for light in a mix ed forest of 
v irgin 
hardwoods 
and 
soft­ 
woods forces the trees u pward 
to Immense heights. The open- 
grown pampered shade trees at 
home hav e nev er had to battle 
for su rv iv al like their brothers 
of the deep forest. 
If great height and tremen­ 
dou s girth in ou r old-growth tim­ 
ber fascinate v isitors to the for­ 
est, they are ev en more interest­ 
ed in the age 
of 
indiv idu al 
trees. 
"How old is it?” is a 
fav orite qu estion. 
WHEN A 3,5 00-y ear-old CaU- 
fomia sequ oia was conceded to 
be the oldest liv ing thing, its 
great age cou ld be equ ated with 
tremendou s height and girth. 
It was easy to assu me that the 
bigger the tree, the older it 
mu st be. 
The discov ery in 1957 of a 4,- 
600-y ear-old bristlecone pine in 
the arid White Mou ntains of the 
Iny o National Forest in Cali­ 
fornia has demonstrated that 
bigness and great age do not al­ 
way s go together. This patriarch 
among forest trees did not ex ­ 
ceed 30 feet in height. A 700- 
y ear-old bristlecone pine in the 
same area was only 3 feet high, 
and the diameter near the 
grou nd line was only 3 inches. 
Perhaps trees, like people, 
liv e longest if they liv e fru gal­ 
ly . The bristlecone pine perched 
on a barren calcareou s rock 
ou tcropping, and fav ored by not 
more than 10 inches of rainfall 
a y ear, may add only an inch of 
diameter growth in a centu ry . 
Like the slow-mov ing tortoise, 
it has learned to pace itself. By 
barely stay ing aliv e in an in­ 
hospitable env ironment, a bris­ 
tlecone pine has achiev ed the 
distinction of being the oldest 
known liv ing thing on earth.

TOKYO (A P) — Red China’s 
Communist party structure is 
showing the strain of its mas­ 
sive quarrel with the Soviet 
party. 
Party Chairman' Mao Tze- 
tung has ordered a nationwide 
purge to halt the infection which 
began with the publication of 
the theories of Yang Hsien-chen, 
a philosopher and central com­ 
mittee member who was edu­ 
cated in the Soviet Union. 
Yang, 
whose 
influence 
as 
president of the higher party 
school was enormous, pushed a 
theory that it is possible for 
capitalism and communism to 
merge. Mao calls this a betray­ 
al of the Marxian theory of 
class struggle, of China’s own 
line that revolution is the only 
way to defeat the West and 
communize have-not nations. 
In August, an article in the 
party’s newspaper, the Peking 
People’s Daily, denounced Yang 
as a proponent of “ modern 
revisionism.’’ This meant he 
was espousing Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev’s ideas. 
For weeks it has been known 
that not everyone in 
China 


agreed with Mao’s uncomprom 
ising policies of violence. But 
how deep was the disaffection? 
The Sept. 11 issue of “ The 
Peking 
Review’’ 
gives 
this 
answer: 
“ At the present time, the 
debate which has started on the 
philosophical front in our coun­ 
try is continuing. In terms of 


numbers of participants or of its 
vddespread influence and great 
significance, a debate such as 
this has rarely been seen in our 
academic 
circles 
for 
many 
years now. It seems that it is 
still far from being concluded. 
Step by step it is deepening. 
Truth always develops in strug­ 
gle.’’ 


On the subject of foreign af­ 
fairs, Miss Blatt said she was 
for moderation.

Of cou rse, there are a 
lot of good men, bu t I think it 
shou ld be somebody who u sed to 
be a fighter. 


My tM'o favorites for the .job 
are Jersey Joe W alcott and Jim 
J. Braddock . I think ex-fighters 
lik e them k now abou t the fight 
gam e and the conditions. Some 
gu y who is a regu lar bu siness 
m an and never had a glove on 
in his life, he don’t k now any­ 
thing abou t it. 


I think the fu tu re of boxing is 
good, in spite of everything you 
hear, -nie only thing that can 
m ak e it good is a big nam e. 
The sam e in baseball or football 
or anything else. If you don’t 
get the big nam es you don’t 
m ak e it. Right now boxing don’t 
have a big nam e. 


Cassiu s Clay cou ld have been 
a big nam e bu t I think he m ess­ 
ed it u p by joining the Black 
Mu slims. He cou ld have been 
peal big becau se he w as draw ­ 
ing a lot of people. He w as 
som ething new becau se he did 
a lot of talk ing. Bu t now I think 
he m essed it u p. 


I think the heavyweight cham ­ 
pion shou ld have to defend his 
title only once a year. Fighting 
twice a year, he wou ld ju st be 
doing it for the governm ent. Six 
months is all right in tiie other 
classes bu t not the heavyweight. 
M aybe the governm ent wou ld 
do b etter if they let the fighter 
spread his taxes over 10 years 
bu t they can’t m ak e a ru le for 
one person or one organization. 
I can u nderstand that. 


If we had a federal comm is­ 
sioner he wou ld m ak e the cham ­ 
pion always fight the m an who 
is No. 1 in the rank ings. No­ 
body shou ld be able to du ck 
anybody. I never du ck ed any­ 
body when I w as champion. I 
gave them all a chance.

One) 
to say anything about bases at 
which the anti-sateUite systems 
are deployed.

McNamara said both the anti­ 
satellite systems are derivatives 
of missile and anti-missile proj­ 
ects which have been under way 
for years. 
The Thor and the Nike-Zeus 
both were started during the Ei­ 
senhower administration. 
The Thor was this country’s 
first 1,500-mile-r a n g e missile 
but no longer Is used as a mili­ 
tary weapon. The Nike-Zeus has 
been under development as a 
missile-killer since about 1957, 
with an outlay so far approach­ 
ing $2 billion. 
McNamara also conceded that 
the over-the-horizon radar has 
“its roots in the past.” 
He said it actually is a family 
of radar devices and the prin 
ciple involves bouncing signals 
off the ionosphere far beyond 
the horizon. 
He said this kind of radar Is 
different from 
the 
currently 
used variety which is effective 
by line of sight only. 
This new over-the-horizon ra­ 
dar, McNamara said, permits 
detection of enemy missile fir­ 
ings “within seconds of launch.”
